The Commonwealth now has seven 
suits pending in the Christian Cir- 
cuit Court wherein the State Life 
Insurance Company, of Indianapolis, 
Ind., and its agents, C. C. Claypool 
and M. G. Caldwell are made defen- 
dants. These suits were brought by 
Commonwealth's Attorney, Hon. 
Denny P. Smith. The substance of 
the petition is, briefly^ That the 
said defendants are doing a general 
life insurance business in Kentucky, 
and that two of its agents, Claypool 
and Caldwell, within one year before 
the filing of this action, unlawfully, 
wilfully and knowingly made a con- 
tract with parties named in this ac- 
tion, other than is plainly expressed 
in the policy of life insurance 
issued. And that said defendants 
did offer, pay and allow to said par- 
ties as an inducement to take said 
insurance a valuable consideration 
which was not specified in the con- 
tracts. 

The payment or allowance, it is 
alleged, is a violation of the laws of 
Kentucky and against the peace and 
dignity of the Commonwealth, and 
is what is known as "rebating" on 
the premium of a life insurance pol- 
icy. 

There are sven suits of the s 
character, the grounds for each 
ing the same, and a judgment for 
$500 in each case is asked for. 

These cases will probably create 
quite a sensation in local life insur- 
ance circles and the outcome will be 
watched with general interest.

Little Daughter of Thomas 
Yancey Passes Away. 

A little daughter of Mr. Thos. 
Yancey, who resides on the Green- 
ville road, about three miles north- 
east of the city, died Saturday night. 
Deceased was one year old and had 
been sick about ten days with bowel 
trouble. The interment took place 
in the f amily burying ground S unday. 

Skull Crushed. 

The dead body of an unknown ne- 
gro man was found lying near the 
L. & N. railraad track, about two 
miles South of Mannington, yester- 
day morning. The negro's skull 
was crushed. No papers were found 
on his person, by which he could be 
identified. It is not known whether 
he was struck by the train or was 
murdered by some one and placed 
along side of the track. The coroner 
was notified and went to Manning- 
ton to hold an inquest, but had not 
returned when we went to press. 



Near Pee Dee Saturday night, or 
rather at l:3u Sunday morning, a 
■general shooting affray broke up a 
festival at the U. B. F. hall, which 
was crowded with negroes at the 
time the shunting began. There 
had been a barbecue during 
previous day, given by Tibb Davie 
and there was more or less drinking 
indulged in. 

Suddenly in the midst of the fes- 
tivities a negro man named Oscar 
White, a (foreman on Mr. Ed Jones' 
farm, threw a buttle of beer against 
the wall, smashing it to pieces. 

Ed Greenwade and other negroes 
began shooting at White and 
fusillade followed, many shots being 
fired. The number was estimated 
at from 75 to 100. 

There was a stampede some jump- 
ing from windows and others running 
over each other at the door. When 
the fight was over and the smoke had 
cleared away, Oscar White was 
lying dead just outside the door and 
two other negroes were wounded, 
Marshall Averitt was shot in the 
neck and in the stomach and will 
probably die. John Chambers was 
shot in the hand, but not dangerous 
ly hurt. 

It was reported that Jennie Dulin 
was also shot, but this proved to be 
a mistake. She was probably hurt 
in the flight from the room, but 
able to keep on running. 

Some of the negroes did not stop 
running until they reached their 
homes three miles away. The 
drunken rowdies ran outside and 
shot after negroes who were disap- 
pearing in the darkness. 

The body of White was left where 
he fell until nine o'clock Sunday 
morning, when it was taken away. 

Coroner Allensworth arrived on 
the scene at noon and held 
quest. 

Jack Howell testified that Ed 
Greenwade shot five times, but not 
at White. Tibb Davie said Green- 
wade shot three times. But little 
else could be learned. The jury 
found a verdict fixing the crime on 
Greenwade and charging him with 
smurder. A warrant has been is- 
sued for his arrest. 



NO ARRESTS YET MADE, 



But Authorities Will Investi- 
gate and Sift Matters 
to the Bottom. 



Sunday was a day for shooting. 
In addition to the two shootings 
given elsewhere, the day was made 
lively by the colored population 
in the neighborhood of Walnut 
Grov^ church, on the Bradshaw road, 
seven or eight miles from the city. 
There was quite a gathering of 
negroes at the church and all seemed 
to be getting along smoothly until 
two of them, Jim Garrott and 
Thomas Tuck got into a quarrel over 
some trival matter. It is rumored 
that there was but little waste of 
words until pistols were drawn. 
Some of the rumors in circulation 
say that several pistols were drawn 
and when the first shot was heard 
the crowd began to seek cover before 
a general firing began; that probab- 
ly half a dozen took a hand but most 
of them proved to be poor marks- 
men. When the report first came 
to the city it seemed that two or 
three of the belligerents had bitten 
the dust, but an investigation de- 
veloped that only two negroes had 
been injured. Jim Garrott received 
a slight wound from somebody's gun 
and Tom Tuck stopped another ball 
from a pistol in the hands of another 
unknown party.

THIRTY APPLICANTS 



Seventh and Main streets was the 
scene of a duel between Arthur 
Miles, a white man, and Will Barker, 
a negro, last Sunday afternoon 
about 2 o'clock. 

It is said that the principals in the 
the affair have been employed by 
the Cumberland Telephone company, 
and during the past week had been 
working on one of the country lines. 
Barker being the driver of the 
wagon that carried the workmen 
back and forth from the city. Barker 
is said to be quite "ticklish" and on 
the return of the hands to the city 
Saturday afternoon one of the men 
in the wagon "tickled" Barker^ 
when he struck backwards with hit 
whip, the lash striking Miles, the 
white man. 

From what we can learn, it seems 
that the little episode in the wagon 
had engendered bad feeling in both 
of the men, or, as subsequent Tie- 
marks by Miles indicate, particular- 
ly on the part of Barker. It is said 
that while Miles was in the fruit 
store at Virginia and Sixth streets, 
he asked some one to loan him a 
pistol. Being asked what he wanted 
with it, he replied, "that negro out 
there has been following me." Af- 
ter some one had loaned him a pistol 
he went out on the street and told 
Barker not to follow him any more 
Getting as far as Seventh and Main 
streets, Miles saw his man coming 
toward him, and one version of the 
duel is that Barker jumped behind a 
telephone pole and drew his pistol. 
Another story goes that Miles drew 
his pistol before the negro got be- 
hind the telephone pole. Reports as 
to which fired the first shot are con- 
flicting, but neither of them is liable 
to become a rival of Buffalo Bill. 
Barker's shot went wild of its mark, 
and Miles' shot was too low for 
serious damage, as it buried itself in 
the negro's left foot, breaking twe 
or three bones, Barker was put on 
bond and Miles was taken to jail to 
await his examining trial before the 
county judge.

Friday night last at the age of 80 
years. He lived but about ten days 
after being taken down with flux. 

In the passing of Mr. Campbell 
Hopkinsville has lost another of its 
oldest and most respected citizens, 
r. Campbell was what might be 
.lied, by persons who did not know 
m well, a "unique" character. In- 
deed, he was unique in the fullest 
sense of the term. To those who 
knew him best he was the soul of 
honor. He was a man of the highest 
conception of honesty and integrity. 
One who was guilty of a dishonest 
r found sympathy with Mr. 
Campbell. He had a sympathetic 
heart, and those in trouble and ad- 
versity were more the object of his j 
thoughts than the prosperous and 
us. He never sought popularity 
or advancement but was what was 
called a retiring man. Were his 
charitable deeds known to the world 
but few in our midst would be cred- 
ited with having done more to sup- 
ply the needs of the deserving than 
he. Mr. Campbell was educated at 
Georgetown college and retained 
of what he read than the av- 
erage man. Few men in our midst 
were better informed as to current 
events than he. He was a great 
lover of home but not a recluse. 
There was nothing small about him, 
though he was most positive in his 
convictions and rarely ever swerved 
from opinions when once formed. 

Mr. Campbell was a son of John 
P. Campbell, Sr., President of the 
Bank of Hopkinsville when the civil 
| war closed and probably the wealth- 
iest man in the city or county at that 
, time. The deceased had four sisters 
and three brothers.only two of whom 
■ survive him, Mrs. Cook the wife of 
Dr. E. R. Cook, and Mrs. Sue Faulk- 
ner, of Virginia. Mr. Campbell was 
married in 1858 to Miss Margaret 
Beazley, who bore him two daught- 
ers, Mrs. Henry D.Wallace and Miss 
Bettie Campbell. Mrs Campbell 
died many years since. The Hon. 
John. P. Campbell, Jr., who repre- 
sented this district in Congress, was 
a younger brother and Mr. James 
U. Campbell, the father of Mrs. 
John R. Green was the oldest broth- 
er of the family.

It has now been just about 
year since the Hopkinsville Home 
Telephone Company began to get 
ready to give telephone service to 
the citizens of Hopkinsville, and we 
feel it due to the company and to its 
stockholders and patrons to state the 
many advantages that have been 
gained through the advent of this 
enterprise. 

When the Hopkinsville Home Tel- 
ephone Company was first organized, 
a great many people seemed to 
doubt whether the exchange would 
ever be built, and in case it was, 
whether it would ever give a better 
service than the already rotten one 
that they were receiving from the 
Cumberland Company. At the time 
they first began construction, the 
Cumberland Company made every 
attempt to block their progress and 
to the extent that they went out and 
stated to the citizens of Hopkinsville 
that if they would refuse to sign any 
contract with the Home Company 
they would give those who refused 
free county service. This move on 
the part of the Cumberland Tele- 
phone Company only went to sj»ow 
that, for the time being, they were 
willing to give this free county ser- 
vice to our citizens, not because of 
their love for the people, but because 
they thought by so doing, they 
would be able to keep the Home 
Telephone Company from doing 
business. 

Prior to this time, the citizens of 
Hopkinsville had been laboring with 
the Cumberland Company to give

ORDINANCE. 

Be it ordained by the Board of 
Council of the City of Hopkinsville, 
Kentucky, that:— 

! 1. Stock, Etc., Must Not 
Run Upon Streets. It shall be 
unlawful for the owner of .my horse, 
mule, hog, pig, bull, cow, calf or 
other like stock, or any domestic 
fowl or fowls, to permit same to run 
at large upon any of the streets, 
alleys, vacant lots or commons of the 
city of Hopkinsville at any time, and 
it shall be unlawful for any such 
horse, mule, cow, calf, hog, pig or 
any such cattle or live stock or any 
stic fowl or fowls to roam upon 
f said streets, alleys or vacant 
lots or commons of said city at any 
time. Provided, however, that the 
owner of any milch cows which is of 
a quiet and peaceful disposition, and 
in no sense vicious or roguish, may 
while such milch cow is giving milk 
furnishing milk for family use, 
turn such milch cow upon the public 
streets, alleys or commons of said 
city between the hours of sunrise and 
sunset in the day time. 

2. Penalty. Any person who 
shall violate the provisions of the 
first section of this ordinance, shall, 
upon conviction thereof, before the 
police court of said city, be punished 
by a fine of five dollars for every 
horse, mule or bull so found at large 
said city; one dollar for every cow, 
calf or hog, so found at large in said 
city, and fifty cents for every pig or 
other animal so found at large with- 
in said city, and also the court cost 
attending said prosecution. 

§ 3. Police to Impound Stock 
Found Roaming at Large. It shall 
be the duty of the chief of police 
and his assistants to take up and im- 
pound in a lot to be provided there- 
for, all horses, mules, bulls, cows, 
calves or other animals found roam- 
ing the streets, alleys or commons of 
said city in violation of this ordi- 
nance, and thereupon serve written 
or printed notice of such impounding 
upon the owner or controller of such 
animal, advising him that upon the 
payment of the fees and costs of im> 
pounding and caring for such ani- 
mals, the same will be surrendered 
to him. If the owner of such ani- 
mals so impounded be unknown to 
the chief of police, and due inquiry 
fail to disclose such owner, then it 
shall be the duty of said chief of 
police to advertise by written or 
printed hand bills, posted in at least 
four public places within said city, 
the fact of the impounding of such 
animals, giving as accurate descrip- 
tion as possible of same, including 
age, color, ear-marks, and warning 
the owner that unless the expenses 
and fees for impounding and caring 
for such animal be paid and the ani 
mal reclaimed within five days, pro- 
ceedings will be taken to sell same 
for costs and expenses at public auc- 
tion. The owner or controller of 
such animals so impounded may re- 
claim same at any time before sale, 
as hereinafter provided, by proving 
same and paying all costs and ex- 
penses incurred in taking up and 
keeping said animals. 

I 4. Proceedings to Declare 
Stock Nuisance. If, after the ex- 
piration of five days from date of 
advertising stock, the owner of any 
impounded animal shall fail to claim 
aame or pay the expenses of taking 
up and caring for same, the city at- 
torney shall proceed by 
the police court, in the name of the 
city of Hopkinsville, against such 
owners, to have such animals or live 
stock condemned as a public nuis- 
ance and sold at public auction to 
the highest bidder for cash in hand, 
to pay the fees, costs and expenses 
of taking up and caring for such 
live stock, so impounded. The 
mons shall be returned within five 
days, and shall command the defen- 
dant to appear forthwith and show 
cause why his live stock shall not be 
condemned and sold to pay the cost 
and expenses of arresting and keep- 
ing same. If, however, the defen- 
dant can not be found, the summons 
may be executed by leaving a copy 
(.hereof with some member of hit 
family over sixteen years old, or ii 
none, then by leaving a copy attach- 
ed to the door of his residence. Up- 
on the return of the summons and 
the calling of the cause for hearing, 
the court shall determine and ad- 
judge upon proof heard in open 
court whether the animal impound- 
ed has been guilty of running at 
large within the limits of said city 
in violation of this ordinance, and if 
so, shall enter an order condemning 
and declaring such animal a public 
nuisance and directing it to be sold 
for cash in hand, to the highest bid- 
der, at public auction. Such aalea 
be forthwith advertised, for 



or printed handbills, posted at four 
public places in the city, shall be 
made at the city pound, and the ad- 
vertisement shall contain an ac- 
curate description of the property to 
be sold; but before selling -same it 
shall be appraised by two disinterest- 
ed house-keepers, under oath, and 
their written valuation preserved 
among the records of -said proceed- 
ings. 

§ 5. Impounded Stock Sold. 
When the owner of stock impounded 
under this ordinance is unknown, the 
court shall not have jurisdiction to 
condemn and order a sale of such 
stock, until it shall appear to the 
court that the advertisement pro- 
vided for in the third section hereof, 
l made for at least ten days, 
in which case the court shall proceed 
against the stock impounded, in like 
manner as is provided in section four 
hereof, except no summons shall be 
issued. 

§ 6. Chief of Police to Keep 
a Record of all Stock Impound- 
ed. The chief of police shall keep a 
thorough and complete record of all 
stock impounded under this ordi- 
i, containing accurate descrip- 
tion of same, the name of the owner? 
f known, the cost and fees and ex- 
penseR incurred in impunding, ad- 
vertising, reclaiming and selling 
same, and the amount for which the 
same was sold; and shall make a re- 
port of all such matters at each reg- 
ular monthly meeting of the Board 
of Council, and pay over to the city 
treasurer monthly all money arising 
from this source. 

§ 7. The Costs. The cost shall 
include one dollar for impounding 
each horse, mule, bull or cow, and 
fifty cents for impounding any other 
animal under this ordinance. 

§ 8. owner May Redeem. The 
owner or owners of such animals as 
may be sold under this ordinance, 
may, at any time within one year, 
from date of sale of same, make 
proof of their ownership, demand 
and have repaid to them all the pro- 
ceeds of such sale, less all the costs 
of taking up. keeping, advertising 
and selling same. 

§ 9. This ordinance to take ef- 
fect and be in force from and after 
its adoption and publication.
